The warrant charged that Boyle commit- 
ted the outrage last evening upon Geneva 
Whitaker, Wesley Whitaker’s daughter, aged 
fifteen years. Boyle was lodged in the sta- 
tionhouse at midnight, after having been some 
time at the rectory in consultation with two 
attorneys. He spenta restless night in the 
stationhouse, and passed the greater part of 
today walking up and down in his contracted 
quarters. He several times talked with 
tis lawyers, but declined to 
grant your correspondent an_ interview. 
He is a fine looking man twenty-nine years of 
age and isanative of Pennsylvania. His 
father lives at Philadelphia and is wealthy. 
He has lived at Chicago, Baltimore and 
Washington, and appears to have decided 
sporting .ways, and though he has been in 
charge of the church here only six months, 
has been much talked of. For some weeks 
he has been drinking and his conduct toward 
several ladies, while not improper, has not been 
such as ordinarily characterizes priests.

FROM THE UNFORTUNATE 
MARINERS iXN SAMOA. 
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TEE ADMIRAL’S EFFORTS FOR PEACE, 
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The Sitnation of the Stranded Ships—Re 
moving the Batteries From the Tren- 
ton and Vandala. 


Arta, Samog, April 27.—[{Copyrighted by 
New York Associated Press, 1889. ]—The little 
town of Apia has had the appearance of a 
cainping ground during the last few weeks. 
Since the hurricane oceurred on the 16th of 
March, in which six men-of-war and ten other 
vessels were wrecked or driven ashore, there 
has been more people living here than was ev- 
er before known in the history of the place, 
Nearly all the survivors of the three German 
warships have gone to Sydney,and six hundred 
American sailors, who composed the crews of 
the Trenton and Vandalia, have been waiting 
for the steamer to be sent to Apia to take them 
to San Francisco. 

HOW THE MEN ARE PROVIDED FOR. 

The great confusion which was so apparent 
immediately after the storm, subsided in a 
few days. Tents which had been hastily con- 
structed ont of sails and light spars were made 
as comfortable as possible, and the ofticers and 
men settled down to the daily routine work of 
saving everything that could be taken off the 
wrecked vessels. 

Lhe quarters of the Trenton and Vandalia 

nen are situated about 200 yards apart. The 
officers and men of the Vandalia are in a more 
destitute condition than those of any other 
vessel, ‘They lost everything when the ship 
went down, and were provided with clothing 
and other necessaries from the stores saved 
from the Trenton and Nipsic, and also from 
such articles as could be pure hased ashore, 

Ly the death of Captain Schoonmaker, the 
cominander of the Vandalia, the command de- 
volved upon Lieutenant .J. W. Cartin, he had 
but three watch officers to assist him, Lieuten- 
ant Culver and Heath and Wnsign Gibbons. 
Past Assistant Engineer Webster had been 
appointed acting payimaster to fill the vacancy 
caused by the death of Paymastor F. H.|Arms. 
CHE CONDITION OF THE TRENTON AND VAN- 

DALIA 

has not changed much during the last month. 
oth vessels are complete wrecks. The hull 
of the ‘Trenton is several feet above the water, 
and her masts and rigging are still standing; 
but she is hard aud fast on the bottom, with 
her stern resting ag ainst the reef. ‘The Van- 
daliais entirely under Water, with the excep- 
tion of her forecastie and a few feet of rail 
around the poop deck. 

The German cruiser Adler is still upen her 
beam ends on the reef, with an immense hole 
torn 1p her botiom. 

‘The ber lies ou the bottom ofthe bay, with 
a few loose spars floating on the surface. 

A considerable quantity of clothing and 
provisions were saved from the Trenton dur- 
ing the tirst few days after the storm, and all 
ine guns on the spare deck were also 
Divers were sent down to ex- 
amine the huilof the flagship, but, owing to 
dangerous undercurrents, they were not able 
to ascertain the full extent of her injury, 
One or two great holes have been found below 
the water line, however, which render it im- 
possible to float the vessel. 

REMOVING THE BATTERIES. 

rence a uberly decided to remove her 
heavy battery, not only tosave the guns, but 
also in hope a lightening the vessel and pump- 
ing her out. The work of removing the batter- 
ry occupied four wecks. Matafaa’sent a hiun- 
dred natives from his camp and required 
thein torender whatever assistance thev were 
able. ‘Uhe Trenton’s band was on the ground 
every day aceompaning the men in their 
work. IF bnanly the entire battery was placed in 
a vacant Jot on a piece of masonry which was 
the original foundation of the government 
building, erected in time of King Malieto 
and which the Germans afterwai ds |e ariied to 
Mulinnu, when thev made T: amassee king. 

The removal! of the guns, which, with the 
carriages, weighed over one nndivadl tons, did 
not seem to lighten the Trenton in the least, 
mnd no effort was made to pump her out. It 
is the intention to remove the Vandalia’s bat 
tery. Her. cuns are several feet under the 
water. 

The safes of the Trenton and Vandalia were 
recovered. Half adozen native divers have 
yorked faithfully on the Vandalia every day 
during the six weeks, and hundreds of dollars’ 
worth of stores have been saved by them. 
When the Nipsic was hauled off afew days 
after the storm it was found that she had 
been damaged considerabiv by pounding on 
the beach for twenty-four hours. Her engines 
and boilers had been sprung and she leaked. 
UNSAFE. 

Adm iral Ty ordered temporary re- 
pairs to be ade at once, his intention being 
to 8 nd the poe to Auckland. One or two 
officers made considerable objection about go- 
ing to sea in the Nipsic, and declared openly 
that it was unsafe. Admiral Kimberly then 
ordered Captain Mullan to instruct his officers 
not te say anything more about the unsafe 
condition of the Nipsic. About that time the 
temporary repairs were completed. 

The steamer Mowhe®a, belonging to the 
Union Steamship company, of New Zealand, 
arrived at Apia from Auckland, and Admiral 
Kimberly made a contract with the agent of 
the company to convey the Nipsic. It was 
thought that it would take tweive or fifteen 
days to make the trip, Captain Mullan was 
accordingly given orders to go to Auckland 
and have the Nipsic repaired and then return 
with the vessel to Pago Pago 
rudder which had been made for 
Nipsic was a large’ blade, which 
was dragged astern of the vessel

tackle fastened to the two ends of a spar laid 
across the after part of the poop deck, extend- 
ing out several feet on each side of the ship.

Rapid returned 
which the American flagship 
given to the Calliope as the 
vessel steamed out to sez 
in face of the hurricane a month before. The 
band of the Mar, ag played “Ould Lang 
Syne”’ while the Nipsic men returned the 
cheers. The Nipsic bad not cleared the mouth 
of the harbor when the starboard end of the 
spar to which was attached the steerage tackle 
weakened. A smal! squall came upand a 
long line of reefs lay off the starboard quarter. 
The heavy ‘strain in trying to head her to sea 
was too much,’ and in. five minutes the 
short end of the spar broke away 
and the steerag apparatas was reh- 
dered useless. The reef was not more 
than half a mile off. The engines were 
stopped and the Nipsic was adrift without a 
rudder. By the promptuse of a few sails the 
Nipsic swung around with her head towards 
the sea wien she stea immed at full speed to a 
position two miles off the reefs, and the Maw- 
hera secon came outand towed the Nipsic into 
the harbor, \ here she again attempted to go 
to Auckland until another rudder could be 
made. So the contract with the Mawhera 
was cancelled and the latter vessel sailed for 
Auckland alone. 

Admiral Kimberly announced the next day 
that he would send the Nipsic to Auckland 
just AS SOON as another rudder could be made. 
He said the ship was sound and could make 
the trip. 

The first news from Lieutenant Wilson, 
who was sent to Auckiand to procure a Steamer 
totakethe American sailors home, was re- 
ceived here by the British man-of-war, 
Liapid, which arrived from New Zealand, 
April lith. Lieutenant Wilson notified Ad- 
mircal Kimberly he had not been able 
to procure a steamer in Auckland and 
was going to Sidney for that purpose. 
He also stated he had herad that the Oceanic 
Steamship company, whose main office is in

daanthnes ordered the steamer Mariposa 
to stay at Apia, April 18, and take 30) men te 
San Franciseo. Lieutenant Wilson had calied 
upon agents of the Oceanic company in Auck- 
land, bat they knew nothing of this report, 
and he did not believe the Mariposa could take 
away any sailors, as all her accommodations 
had been engagod by passengers going to San 
Francisco from Sidney and Aue kland. 

Admiral Kimberly stated te the Associated 
Pré&s correspondent two weeks ago he knew 
nothing whatever about the plans of the savy 
department for taking the men home. He 
said : 

“Lt am exceedingly anxious to get the 
Trenton and Vandalia men to San Francisea 
as soon as possible. They are being kept here 
now at a very heavy expense. lam payin 
$130 a week for the rent of the barr: wks an 
$1.10 per day for the board of each man. Thig 
is but a small part of the expense. The bills 
have been accumulating every day, aud I 
have appointed a numberof boards to exant: ne 
the various claims which have been pre- 
sented. The whole affair has eaeea 
me much annoyance, and I want to get men 
away trom her. The information which I 
have received from Lieutenant Wilsen 
amounts to nothing, and F think the first 
knowledge we will have of means for sending 
the men away ¥ ii be when a steamer arrives 
from Aukh and to take them! foff. So far as the 
Mariposa is concerned, I do not Chaleads she will 
be ab te to accommodate any of the men, but 
even if she can not stop here more than twen- 
ty-four hours, I can send none but Vandalia 
men on her as it would take the Trenton’s crew 
several days to get = re ady to start. 
My intention is to send both crews away, with 
the exception of about one hundred men, 
whom I shall”keep here foe th v present. 
see by the New Zealand papers, which arrived 
hereon the Rapid and M a ay tat the 
Richmond, Adams and Alert have been or- 
cered to Samou to take the place of the Amer- 
ican men-of-war lost in the storm. I have re- 
ceived no official intimation to this effect, but 
I have no doubt the news is correct.

Apia, Samo, April 17, 1882, 

When Admiral Kimberly arrived here 
March Lith last, he commenced to acquaint 
himself with the situation with the view to 
establish peace between the two native fac- 
tions. The storm interfered with his efforts, 
but during the last few weeks he became con- 
vinced that the natives desired peace and that 
the present time was inost favorable for some 
preliminary action on his part. Accordingly 
he issued the above proclamation, had them 
translated in Samoan aud distributed all over 
the island. The proclamations were nailed up 
on trees in every part of Apia, and copies were 
sent to the German and British consuls, to 
Mataafa’s camp at Magiage, and to ‘lamasese’s 
camp at Suatanun. Admiral Kimberly sent 
Captain N. H. Farquhar, of the Trenton, to 
Suatanun with instructions to lay the matter 
before Tamesese and request him to disiribute 
the circulars among his nen. 
Captain Farquhar was accompanied ps®Cap- 
tain Mullan, of the Nipsic and United States 
Vice-Consul Blacklock. The party went to 
Suatuatnun in a small boat and were received 
very courteously by Tamasese. Mamea, 
Tamasese’s secretary and chief adviser, was 
absent at the time. A number of other chiefs 
were present. A numberof natives crowded 
around the house to leagy What tie American 
Oflicergy had io say. Captain Parquhar ex- 
plained his mission and said the adiniral de- 
sired to establish peace between the two native 
factions and to br ing the war to a close.

Brooxtyn, May 12.—[Special.]—The R 

T. De Witt Talmage, D. D., preached at the 

Tahernacie today to a vast congregation, who 

sang with grand effect the hymn beginning: 


My soul, be on thy guard;

His subject was “A Poisoned Dinner,” and 
his text II Kings iv, 40: ‘So they poured out 
for the men toeat. And it came to pass, as 
they were eating of the pottace, that they 
cried out, and said, O thou man of God, there 
is death in the pot. And they could not eat 
thereof.’’ ‘ 

Elisha had gone down to lecture to the stu- 
dents in the theological seminary at Gilgal.

Some of them are here this 
morning, I donrbt not. Do you know 
what one of your great temptations 1S 
going tobe? Itis the example of indolent 

eople in our cities, They are in all our cities. 

‘hey dress better than some who are industri- 
ous. They have access to all places of amuse- 
ment—plenty of money, and yetidle. They 
hang around our great hotels—the Fifth Ave- 
nue, the Windsor, the Brunswick, the Stuy- 
vesant, the Gilsey house—all our béautiful 
hotels. you find them around there any day— 
men who do nothing, never earn anything, yet 
well dressed, having plenty. Why should I 
walk? W hy should you work? Why drudge 
and toil in bauk and shop and office, or.on the 
scaffolding. or by the anvil, when these men 
get along so well and do not work ? 

Some of them hang around the city halls of 
our great cities, toothpick in their mouth, 
waiting for some crumb to fall from the office 
hokler’s table. Some of them hang around 
the city hall for the city van: bringing crimi- 
nals from the stationhouses. They stand there 
and gloat over it—really enjoy the disgrace and 
suifering of those poor creatures as tley get 
out of the city van and ¢o into the Courts. 

Where dothey get their money? That is 
what youask. ThatiswhatIask. Only four 
ways of getting money—only four; by inherit- 
ance, by earning it, by begging it, by stealing 
it: andihere are a vast multitude among us 
who get their living not by inheritance, nor 
by earning it, nor by beggingit. I do not like 
to take the responsibility of saying how they 
get it. 

Now, these men area constant temptation. 
Why should I toil and wear myself ont in the 
bank, cr office, or store, or shop, or the facto- 
ry’ These men have nothing to do. They 
get along a great deal better. And that is the 
temptation under which a great many young 
men fail. They begin to consort with these 
men, these adhere. and they go down the same 
awful steens. The number of men in our 
clties who are trying to get their living by their 
wits and by sleight of hand is all the time in- 
creasing. 

A New York merchant saw a young man, 
one of his clerks, in half disguise, going into a 
very low place of amusement. The merchant 
said to himself: ‘I must look out for that 
clerk; he is going in bad company and gouing 
in bad places; I must look out for him.” <A 
few months passed on, and one morning the 
merchant entered his store, and this clerk of 
whoin I have been speaking came up in as- 
sumed consternation and said: “Oh, sir, the 
store has been on tire; I have put out the fire, 
but there area great many goods lost; we 
have had a great crowd of people coming and 
going.”’ Thenthe merchant took the clérk 
by the collar and said: “I have had enough 
of this: vou cannot deceive me; where are 
those goods you stole?” The young man in- 
stantiy confessed his villainy. 

Q the numbers of people in these great cities 
— are trying to cet their lis ing not honestly! 

And thev area mighty temptation to the indus- 
trious young man who cannot understand it 
While these others have it socasy they have it 
so hard. Horatius of olden time was tola 
that he could have just as much ground as he 
could plow around witha voke of oxen in one 
day. He hooked up the oxen to the plow and 
he cut very large circle and plowed untii he 
came to the same point where he started, and 
ali ihat prope rty was his. But I] have to tell 
you today th: at just so much financial, just 
much moral, justso much spiritual possession 
you will have. as you compass with your own 
industries, and just so imuch as from the 
morning of your life to the evening of your 
life you can plow around with your own hard 
work, Bh to the ant, thou sluggard: con 
sider her ways and be wise.’’ One of the 
most awful caldrons of death today is an in- 
dolent t life.

“Oh,” says some one, “you ought to be 
easier on such a traflic whe nh itpays such a large 
revenue to the government, and helps support 
your schools and your great institutions of 
mercv.” Andthen I think of what Wiliam 
FE. Gladstone said—1-think it was the first 

ime he was chancellorof the exchequer— 
when men. engaged in te ruinous traflic came 
to him and said their business ouglit to have 
more consideration from the fact that it paid 
such a large revenue to the Enelish govern- 
ment. Mr. Gladstone said: “Gentlemen, 
don’t worry yourselves about the revenue 
give me thirly miilions of. sober people, aud 
we'll have revenue enough and a surplus.” 

We mightin this country—this trafic per- 
ished—have less revenue, but we would have 
more happy homes, and we would nave more 
peace, and we would have fewer people in the 
penitentiary, and there would be tens of 
thousands of men who are now on the road to 
heil who would start on the read to heaven. 

But the financial ruin isa very small part 
of it. This iniquity of which I speak takes 
everything that ts sacred out of the family, 
everything that is holy in religion , everything 
that is infinite in the soul and tramples it un- 
der foot.

Mr. Elijah IMford, the private secretary 
of the president, was in the city yesterday. 
He comes to Atlanta for a few moments’ 
rest because Atlanta is a nice town, and 
not because it is a quiet one. In order to 
get the rest he covets, and which he has 
earned as a sort of constitutional buffer be- 
tween the president and the vast crowd of 
oflice-seckers’ which invariably beset the 
white house when a new president is 
elected, Mr. Halford will go in the direc- 
tion of our suburbs and take a few hours of 
much-needed rest in the neighborhood of 
Angier’s spring. 

Tne Consrirvution welcomes Mr, Hal- 
ford to Atlanta. He has denied in the 
public prinis that he can whistle, and we 
suppose he would deny that he can sing; 
but, whether he can sing or whistle, he has 
shown that he knows how to fulfill the 
duties of an executive private secretary. 
He has managed matters admirably at the 
white house, and we have seen no com- 
plaint in the newspapers that any one who 
desired to see the president has not been 
given the opportunity. 

The secret of Mr. Halford’s efficiency is 
that he isa born newspaper man, and he 
knows how to edit a crowd of people as 
well as a daily newspaper; he knows when 
a visitor is leaded brevier or whether he is a 
‘ake’ of solid nonpareil. 

We see no reason to revise our opinion, 
expressed long ago, that Mr. Halford is a 
first-class whistler, and yet we are not 
going to insist on it. Hie has selected 
Atlanta for his Old Point Comfort, and it 
doesn’t make any difference whether he 
can whistle or not. Ile knows that Atlanta 
is a nice town, and that is an accomplish- 
ment worth talking about. 
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Albany Shows Hier Teeth, 

For several years the city of Albany, in 
this state, has been complaining about the 
railroad accommodations furnished by the 
different lines centering there. At last the 
city, following the lead of Mayor Henry M. 
MelIntosh, has determined to assert its 
rights. 

Albany is the terminus of four roads and 
will soon be the terminus of five. It is di- 
rectly in the line of the great passenger and 
freight traffic between Florida and the 
north, and yet, according tothe indictment 
drawn by its enterprising and energetic 
mayor, its railroad accommodations for the 
traveling public are Inferior to those of any 
city of like size. 

In his letter to the superintendents of the 
various lines centering at Albany, Mayor 
McIntosh informs them that the passenger 
depot is bad enough, but that the approach 
thereto is even Woree. There is no room 
for private carriages, and no side walk ap- 
proach for foot passengers. Moreover, the 
street crossings are neglected with aggraya- 
ting Indifference. 

Some of the privileges enjoyed by the 
roads were given them, conferred by the 
municipality, but according to Mayor Mc- 
Intosh, theirarrogance and their audacity 
have caused them to seize and exercise other 
privileges not contemplated. 

What Albany wants first isa decent and 
an accessible passenger depot. If it can’t 
get that it wants a safe approach to the she- 
bang that is pow used for a passenger depot. 
Otherwise, the city will take the matter in 
hand and proceed to make the improve- 
ments at the expense of the railroads, 

‘There is no doubt the corporations will 
come totime. A bold and an energetic 
mayor, with a live city at his back, is a very 
powerful affair. We congratulate Albany 
on the prospect before her.

Chicagoans Angrily Resent the Actions of an 
Anarchist—The Man's Story. 
A Chicago Special. 

The members of fire engine company No. 17, 
at 80“Vest Lake street, were at work decorating the 
front of the building when aman thrust his head 
from a window of the fourth story of the building 
east of the engine house, and after noting the work 
of decoration reviled the stars and stripes and the 
work of decoration in the most insulting manner. 

Little attention was paid to the man, however, 
until he floated the red fiag of anarehy from the 
window, annouccing it as ‘‘My fiag, my colors,”’ 
Then the crowd became excited and angry, and 
‘Tear down that rag or you will be sorry you ever 
floated it!’ was cried to him from a hundred 
throats, 

Seeing that the crowd wasin a bad humor and 
that several men had offered to climb up the fire 
escape on the front of the building ana tear the rag 
down, the man secured an ax and taking a position 
in the window declared he would killany man who 
touched his ‘‘fiag.” The crowd was almost frenzied 
and constantly grew larger. Halfa dozen men 
exhibited revolvers, and offered to driye the wretch 
from bis pcsitionin the window long enough to 
tear the anarchist colors down. 

Wiuile the debate was in progress as to the best 
thing tobe done, Captain Anderson appeared. on 
the roof of the building witha rope in his hand, to 
the end of which was attached an iron hook, He 
Jowered the hook until it came Leneath the staff of 
the red flag, and then with a sudden jerk upward 
dislodged the unsighily banner. It fell to the side 
walk anda moment later had been torn into a hun- 
dred tragweuts, 

A moment later the man emerged from the stair- 
Way and came out upon the sidewalk. He was 
scized by a dozen men, and some one cried out 
“Get a rope; let’s hang the anarchist dog!” 
Several men rushed into the engine house 
and returned with a rope. In the mean. 
time the man had been knocked down and tripped 
up half a dozen times, and biood was trickling 
from a wound under his left eye. About the time 
the men ie€ urned with the rope a police officer, 
who had been sent from the Desplaines street sta. 
tion to see what the troubie was, appeared on the 
scene and aivised the crowd to desist. The man, 
Whose name was M. W. Doty, was finally released 
aud allowed to go upstairs. 

Today Doty said that he was not an anarchist; 
that, on the contrary, he was an American citizen 
aud a patriotic one, Seeing that his neighbors were 
decorating, and withouta thought that it was the 
chosen color of the anarchist clans, he swung a red 
flag from the window asap ece of patrotic decora- 
tion. When the crowd gathered and began to abuse 
him and call him an anarchist, he “got his dander 

up,’ and refused to take the obnoxious bit of color 
in. That was how it eame about that when he 
coolly marched down into the angry crowd for the 
purpose of explaining matters, they would not lis 
leu to him, and came near stringing him up,

NEW YORK’S DEATH MACHINES. 


Preparations for Convict Execution by Elec- 
tricity. 
From the St. Louis Globe-~Democrat. 

New York, May 8.—Upon the final convic- 
tion and seutence of the first person guilty of mur- 
der committed after the first of last January, the 
state will be ready to execute the murderer without 
delay. The electrical apparatus has been bought 
and wilibe erected in each of the three state 
prisons—Auburn, Clinton and Sing Sing—in a few 
days, General Austin Lathrop, superintendent of 
state prisons, closed the trade with Harold 
P. Brown, the eleetrician, of this cily, at 
Albany yesterday. The cost will be about 
$5,090, $2,000 less than the state appropriated. Mr. 
Brown sold tothe state three Westinghouse dyna- 
mos. These produce what is known as fhe “alter- 
nating’ current, in contradistinction to the *‘con~ 
tinows” and pulsating’? currents. They are dyna- 
mos which were made for electric lighting, and 
have each a pressuse of 1,000 ‘volis.’’ It bas been 
demonstrated that the alternating current will kill 
at 140 voits. Inaddition to a Westinghouse dyne- 
mo each prison will require an “exciter,’’.0 be used 
asan auxiliary to the dynamo; a strong oaken 
chair, in which the convict isto sit and be killed, 
an electrical cap and electrical shoes, Tie electri- 
cal capis made of metal, covered with sponge, 
which is saturated with salt water before being put 
on the convict’s head. When itis omit 1s caliet 
an ‘“‘electrode,’”’ and the other “clectrode” to be put 
on the convict’s feet is aheavypair of tightly 
laced shoes with sponge inside. <A wire under the 
oaken chair is connected with his shoes and cap, 
the warden of tha prison closes the ‘circuit’ for 
fifteen seconds, and ail isover with tle convict. 
The news that three of their dynamos have been 
sold by Mr. Brownto the state will be a surprise to 
the Westingh6Ouse people. They have stoutly con- 
tended that their electric lighting system did not 
kill, and the contesis between them and Mr. Brown 
on that point have been widely published io the 
papers. Ata mectingin Chicago ‘ast January of 
the electric compauies using the “alternating cur- 
rent,’ aresolution was adopted deciaring that no 
company shoutd allow a current’in its control to be 
used for the “ignoble purpose” ofexecuting mur 
derers. One ofthe dynamos is already onits way 
to Auburn; those for Clinton and Sing Sing have 
not started yet.

GOSSIP FROM GERMANY.s 


What the Samoan Conference is Doing— 
Other Matters. 

Beri, May 12.—[Copyright 1889 by the 
New York Associated Press.]—The Samoan 
conference held a plenary sitting beginning 
at 2:30 and concluding at 4:45 o’cloek. In 
their report the committee on the government 
of Samoa agreed upon a constitutional coun- 
cil, composed of native chiefs elected by na- 
tives, the council to be dominated by a minis- 
try, in Which each treaty power shall have one 
represensative. A difference has arisen over 
Germany’s proposal that the powers appoint 
a premier, Who shall be vested with office for 
several years. The proposal appeared to im- 
ply that a German nominee should first hold 
office and be succeeded by an American and 
then by an English premier. The com- 
mittee also disagreed on the formation 
of the legislature. The discussion of 
the conference had no detinite 
result. Count Herbert Bismarck indicates 
that the premier project was of less impor- 
tance than proper constitutional council. The 
delegates discussed harmoniously 'the details 
of the consular regulations and question of im- 
provement of the harbor of Apia. The com- 
mittee was instructed to resume consideration 
of points in dispute. ‘Termination of the 
congress now seems remote, owing to a mass 
of details on which the committee is ordered 
to report. 

THE MINERS’ STRIKE EXTENDING. 

The miners strike is assuming great dimen- 
sions, there being great accessions of strikers 
every day. It is now estimated that there are 
100,000 hands out of work throughout the 
Rhenish-Westphalia districts. The emperor 
returned to this city hurriedly on Wednesday 
tg consult with Prince Bismarck, who pre- 
sided at the special council, 

The emperor is deeply concerned over 
the strike movements now pervading the 
country, and does not conceai his sympathy 
with the workmen, although he is determined 
to suppress disorder. 

After cabinet councils on Wednesday and 
Thursday the emperor approved the report 
advising that the influence of the government 
be directed toinduce employers to come to 
terms with the men. ‘The cabinet’s anxiety 
for the speedy settlement of the miners’ strike 
is heightened by the growing daugers of the 
industrial strikes in the populous centers. The 
Berlin masons and carpenters, and several 
other trades, are out, claiming sixty-six pfen- 
niugs an hour, witha working day of nine 
hours. At Hamburg, Frankfort-on-the-Main, 
Crefeld, Nurnberg and Itznoe the 
strikers hold outunder much suffering. An 
important distiction between agitation in 
mining and in other industries, is that the 
former is,in the meantime, not associated 
with socialists, while the latter are closely 
related in government 


tothem. ‘The dread 
circles is that the miners will be easily drawn 
Within the circle of Belgian socialist miners’ 
societies. Anarchist agents from the Char- 
lerorand Mons miners promise Bochum and 
Essen men assistance. The report of English 
unions offeriug assistance is untrue, but the 
mens’ committee have signed a joint appeal to 
the miners of Great Britain which it is ex- 
pected will elicit, at least, an expressicn of 
moral support. She authorities freely perniit 
meetings of strikers, at which the notable 
feature hitherto has been the denial of all 
solidity with socialists. Small groups paraded 
in Bochum withred flags, but were treated 
with indifference. The general attitude of 
the strikers, apart from their aims, evokes 
sympathy. 

Public opinion concerning their claims alse 
sides with the men. Since 1887 the coal trade 
has been immensely prosperous. The pro due- 
tion and sales have increased over 75 per cet’ 
The values of mining shares have rapidly 
risen, While the wages of the men remain at 
an average of Js. id. per day. ‘Their request to 
obtain an advance of dd. per day, working 
eight hours, tihds unanimous approval, except 

.from the more abject organs of the employers, 
and anumber of mine owners express their 
willingness to grant the demands. Failing an 
early assent by Kruppe and the larger compa- 
nies, the emperor Will receive a deputation of 
colliers, probably publicly, to express his syvin- 
pathy. The men are aware of his sentiments, 
and at the termination of their meetings they 
shout Kaiser!” It is not unlikely that he 
will visit the strike districts if the troubie con 
tinues to spread. 

THE AGED WORKMAN’S INSURANCE BILL, 

The reichstag has read for the sec ond time 
the aged workmen's instirance biil, adopting 
the measure substantially in the form im- 
proved by the committee. The promptitude 
of its passage was due to the absence of many 
opposing deputies. When the house reassem- 
bled on Tuesday it was difiicult to obtain a 
quorum. While debate was proceeding sey 
eral meimbers jeft. The president’s attention 
was drawn to the claim that the house Jacked 
the number to justify a vote, and an adjourn- 
ment was taken. The government, incensed 
at this form of passive obstruction, caused the 
meuibers to know that the session would be 
prolonged until the bill was passed in its en- 
tirety. The nationals continued aloof in the 
debate, and the conservatives appeared in 
greater force aud fought several clauses in a 
half-hearted style. The goxernment’s triumoh 
is due toa reluctant sacritice of principle by 
the national liberals, whose failure to actively 
oppose the bill is mainly traceable to the influ- 
ence of Von Bernigsen, who in turn suecumbed 
to the seductions of Prince Bismarck. 

THE VISIT OF KING HUMBERT, 

The ofticial programme for the visit of King 
Humbert of Italy is as follows: ss 

On the arrival of the king on May 21st, a 
reception, followed by a banquet, will be given 
at the palace on the 22d. There will bea pa- 
rade of troops at the Temple Hof, and in the 
evening the emperor and his royal guests wil! 
be present atthe opera. On the 23d there will 
be a parade at Potsdam, followed by dinner at 
the Italian embassy. On the 24th military 
maneuvers will be he!d in Berlin, after which 
the two monarchs will visit Rummeshalle. 
dine en iamille with the prince at Berl of 
Hessia, and drive through the city. On the 
“5th King Elumbert will visit the exhibition 
of appliances for the prevention of accidents, 
and a farewell banquet will be given at the 
palace in the evening. 

The Wohlgemuth incident will probably 
result in an admission by the  for- 
eign office of Swiss cfiicials, aithough 
irregular, was partly justified. The inquiry 
instituted by the Berne authorities shows that 
the arrest of Wolhigemuth was regular, 
and discredits his story. The bundsrath’s 
decree expelling Russian dynamiters 
will assist in bringing about an agreement be- 
tween the governments. 

Advices from east Africa say that Cap- 
tain Wessman will make another at 
tack on  Bushire on Monday next. 
He hopes to cause a decisive rout of the rebels. 
Dr. Peters has chartered the steamer Meera 
and is preparing to leave Zanzibar. Captain 
Wessman has instructions from Berlin to pre- 
vent Dr. Peters from ventvrring into the inte- 
rior through German territory. 

It is supposed that Dr. Peters will persist 
and try to penetrate from Lama, where he has 
been reconnoitering. 

Paster Stocker is at Geneva. He says that 
when he returns to Berlin he will resume politi- 
cal life.

HOME SAITELY. 

Troubles and Trials of a Man Who Returns 
tothe Home of His Vouth After Sixteen 
Years and Cannot Cross the Frontier. 

“Yes, I’m home again, and I tell you it 
makes me feel good,” said Mr. William 
Bova iski, a member of fire company No. 2, as 
he shook hands with a reporter last night. 

“Pid you er:joy your trip?’ 

“Ob, yes; I had a very good time, and I was 
glad to see my mother and the restof the 
family after sich a long absence. jut I had 
a good deal of trouble getting there, even 
after? | was within balf a day’s journey of 
Warsaw.”

SHE LIKED LATHROP BEST, 


Edward Bacon’s Wife Gets a@ Divorce and 
Marries His Brother, 

PouGHKEEPSIF, May 12.—Society here is con- 
siderably agitated over the case of Alice A. 
Davies, who, on May 4, was married at Christ 
church, Riverdale, to Lathrop R. Bacon, of 
New York. Alice was the daughter of Thomas 
L. Davies, deceased, who in his lifetime was 
president of the Bank of Poughkeepsie 
and lived in a fine mansion on Man- 
sion Square. About 1871 she became ac- 
quainted with Edward Bacon at a watering 
place. When the deplorable New Hamburg 
disaster occurred on the Hudson River rail- 
road Mr. Bacon, who was then a lawyer in 
Buffalo, was called to this city to look after 
the interests of several people whose relatives 
were killed in that calamity. While here he 
renewed his acquaintance with Miss Dayies, 
and in due course of time they were married. 

Mr. Bacon prospered rapidly, and becoming 
one of the leading lawvers of Buffalo,, formed 
acopartnership with William Dorsheimer, 
who, in 1875, became the democratic lieuten- 
ant-governor of the state. HKacon was also an 
intimate friend of Grover Cleveland both be- 
fore and after he became president. One 
child was born to Mr. and Mrs Bacon, but af- 
terwards died, 

Over a year ago Mr. Bacon became possess- 
ed of the idea that Mrs. Bacon was too inti- 
mate with his brother, Lathrop R. Bacon, 
andit grew upon him. So strongly was he 
impressed with this idea that one day he went 
to his home in New York, sold everything 
there was in it and departed. His wife 
eousulted a lawyer who instructed 
her to go to Rhode Island 
and remain there a year and_ then 
sue for a divorce on the gound of. deser- 
tion. Thisshe did, andabout two weeks ago 
the divorce was granted. Edward Bacon was 
present at the trial, but not to defend, his 
main object being to oppose the granting of 
alimony and in that he was successful. A week 
after the divorce was granted her relatives re- 
ceived an invitation to attend her wedding 
with Lathrop R. Bacon, brother of her di- 
vorced husband, she haying assumed her 
maiden name. 
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A Railroad Officer Arrested and Lodged 
in Jail. 

New Brunswick, N. J., May 12.—Detec- 
tives C, A. Oliver and W. A. Howell this 
afternoon arrested M. M. Hendrickson, gen- 
eral freight and passenger agent of the Raritan 
River railroad, at his homein South Amboy 
and lodged him in jail in this city. He 1s 
charged with the murder of George Kissinger, 
who was killed last Sunday in a riot at Sayer- 
ville. The charge was preferred by Edwin 
Fruman, whose lands Hendrickson and his 
men tresspassed upon to layatrack. Hen- 
drickson protests his entire innocence of the 
death of Kissinger. He says he was not 
present when the man met his death. It has 
been stated that Hendrickson led the railroad 
men, but fled when the tighting began. No 
difliculty wes experierced in making the 
arrest, very few knowing of the intention of 
Prosecuting Attorney Rice, and no demonstra- 
tion was made, either here or at South 
Amboy. The prisoner is held without bail. 

KILLING THE STRIKERS. 
German Troops lire Upon a Crowd of Them 
With Fatal Effect. 

BERLIN, May 12.—The whole garrison of 
Dusseldorf is now on duty in the vicinity of 
the coal mines forthe purpose of preserving 
order among the striking miners. About mid- 
night last night a mob set fire to the oil fac- 
tory at Llerenfeld, which was consumed. The 
Mulbeim and Puisberg miners have joined in 
the strike. At Schleswig a number of pitmen 
attacked the foreman with daggers, and he 
had to flee for his life. A body of infantry 
arrived there at 3 o’clock this morning, when 
the rioters, who had formed into two bodies, 
took refuge behind a railway embankment and 
jeered at the troops. Three times the rioters 
were called upon to disperse, but they refused 
to obey. The soldiers then fired* into the 
crowd, killing six persons, one of them a four- 
year-old child. A woman was also injured 
After the fire the mob dispersed. 
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A Beautifal Girl Found Gullty of Horse 
Stealing, 

Kansas Crry, Mo., May 12.—Clara Graham, 
a beautiful girl of eighteen years, was con- 
victed in the criminal court here yesterday of 
horse stealing. , 

When placed on the stand She confessed 
that‘on February 13, while out of work, she 
hired ahorse andstartedfor adrive. While 
out she met Frank McCoy, on horseback, and 
he joined her and proposed an elopement, she 
to vo to St. Joseph. She went there, and 
when he did not come drove to Horton, Kas., 
and being eutof money, sold the horse and 
buggy. The jury found her guitly and gave 
hertwo years. She is the only woman ever 
convicted in Missouri of horse stealing.

IT WAS A FAILURE, 
The Trial of the New Cruiser Charleston— 
Report of Commodore Benham. 

WASHINGTON, May 12.—The following dis- 
patch was received by Secretary Tracy to- 
Cay: 

SAsTas Barpara, Cal., May 11.—Seeretary of the 
navy, Washington rhe trial of the Charleston, 
mace today, was a ‘allure, owing to the starboard 
engin slides heating. No trouble with the port 
engines, Average revolutions for fifteen mules, 
107; maximum power, 5,500; speed, 18'; knots, at a 
speed up to 90 revolutions; vacuum, 27 tnches., 
the vacuum decreased as the sneed increased, fall- 
ing at the highest speed to 22 inches. The boiler 
supplied steam freely. 

Secretary Tracy, in speaking of the trial, 
said that the word ‘‘failure,’’ as used in the 
dispatch, perhaps needed sume qualification. 
It did not, he said, mean that the vessse] was 
shown to be unable to fulfill ghe requirements 
of the contract. The failure was due to cer- 
tain conditions which could no doubt be rem- 
edied easily. 

NAVAL OFFICERS SATISFIED. 

SANTA BARBARA, Cal., May 12.—The cruiser 
Charleston left port yesterday morning, steam- 
ing south for sixty miles, and, turning north 
again, went ahead under a full head of steam, 
making an average speed of eighteen and one- 
quarter Knots, with a development of 5,500 
horse power and 107 revolutions of her .en- 
gines. This record was maintained fer Mie 
period of seventeen minutes and a careful 
computation by the government engineers and 
naval officers on board. This is the first time 
that an ofticial record has been taken of the 
cruiser’s speed in connection with her horse 
power development, and establishes the fact 
that as the Charleston stands she is one of the 
fastest modern warships afloat, not only of 
her type, but inclusive of the entire class of 
cruisers in the American or foreign navies. 
The starboard high-pressure side, which de- 
veloped some hard spots on the trip outward 
from San Francisco, and which it was 
hoped had been eliminated, compélled 
the strrboard engine to lower _ its 
speed and the high development of 
Steam power for four continuous hours was, 
therefore, made impossible. The port engine 
continued to run at fullspeed for more than 
an hour, but was then alleged to decrease 
about ninety revolutions, under which speed 
both engines were driven till the ship had re- 
turned to her anchorage off this po.t tonight. 
At speeds up to eighty revolutions the vacuum 
of the air pumps was maintained at twenty- 
seven inches, falling off a little at the highest 
speed. 

The highest speed was attained under forced 
draught, which was employed for the first 
time, but during the entiye run the quantity 
of steam from the boiler was in excess of the 
requirements, and was blowing off from the 
escape pipe during the entire run. No trouble 
was experienced with the three other steel 
slides, the one mentioned causing all the 
trouble encountered. 

There is an evident feeling of disappoint- 
melt among representatives of the Union iron 
works on board, Upon the other hand, naval 
officers are uniform in their confi- 
dence and pride in the new = ship, 
and the view is held that she will 
easily attain more than nineteen knots when 
vermitted to employ her full power. Chief 
Dcieahe F, A. Wilson, of the naval examin- 
ing board, in speaking ot the ship’s exploit re- 
marked: 

‘There was nota crank pin bearing or a 
journal wanr and this has never in my experi- 
ence been equalled. There was no tendency 
to heat shown by either the main or thrust 
bearings. Once remedying before the minor 
difficulties developed to-day, the cruiser bids 
fair to equal one hundred and twenty revolu- 
tions tothe minute with consecutive speed, 
under the records shown to-day exceeding 
nineteen knots. To my view she promises to 
be one of the fastest ships of her class.”’ 

The expressions made by other naval officers 
is of same complimentary and confident char- 
acter. It is expected that the Charleston will 
leave the port early to-morrow morning and 
will probably run north, but beyond this no 
announcement has been made. 
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EDISON BRINGS SUIT 


&250,000 From Former Asso- 
ciates in Business. 

New York, May 12.,—Edison, the electri- 
cian, has brought enit against John T. Tom- 
linson and Ezra T. Gilliland, two former asso- 
ciates in business, to recover $250,000. When 
Edison organized his phonograph company he 
divided 1,700 shares of stock among his assist- 
ants, including Gilliland and ‘Tomlinson. 
Soon after the latter persons persuaded 
Edison to sell all the stock in the 
company, Which could be done at a higher 
figure. Thés Edison agreed. to do, and took 
back all the stock he had given his assistants 
in order that they should get the advantage of 
the higher price expected to be obtained. 

Tomlinson and Gilliland succeeded in sell- 
ing the stock to Jesse Lippincott for $500.000. 
Atthe sametime Gilliland sold his agency 
right in Canada to Lippincott for $240,000, 
Lippincott agreeing to buy buck his stock at 
par if the agency right and phonograph stock 
were favorably disposed of. This fact was 
concealed from Edison, and the latter brings 
suit to recover.
